The de- 
cisions concerning these enter- 
prises went through with a 
Sweep of victory in a manner 
scarcely describable. In all of 
the fourteen years the writer 
has occupied the chair in 
these conventions there has neév- 
er been anything like it before. 
There were no party or factional 
lines, no debates or strife about 
anything. The spiritual and busi- 
ness atmosphere alike was as 
Sweet as heaven. The sweet 
fragrance of heaven seemed to 
be perched on every tongue, and 
the spirit of heaven seemed to 
occupy every pew. 


Since the Assembly was over 
we have scarcely had time for 
reflection until now. Busied with 
the added work of the office and 
church work in general over the 
states and on the islands we have 
had no time to take up, or 
scarcely talk about the things 
we have to do to carry into ef- 
fect the many things of impor- 
tance required by the order of 
the Assembly. 
Among the decisions that were 
made two very important pro- 
jects stand out very prominent- 
ly. And these are the building of 
an auditorium where future As- 
semblies may be held with some 
degree of comfort, and the e- 
rection of a home for orphan 
children where they may be 
reared and trained in the great 
principles of the Church of God. 
‘ These ‘structures will cost 
thousands of dollars, but the 
cost is scarcely to be considered 
now because _ these are necessi- 
ties that cannot be delayed any 
longer. The people were greatly 
enthused at the Assembly about 
the construction of these build+ 
ings, and the enthusiasm has, 
not abated after thirty days of 
reflection, but it has rather in- 
creased, judging by the com- 
munications we have received 
since. Besides the cash paid in 

"at the Assembly, and the thous- 
ands of dollars pledged, many 
have written that they were go- 
ing to help with good round 
sums. All of this is encouraging 
to those who are interested and 
watching the tide. 


Now we want to be ready to 
begin tangible operations soon 
after the first of the new year. 
The year 1920 is to be a big year 
for the Church of God. Great 
things are expected and great 
things are to be done. We can 
wait no longer. We now have 
some things to do. And they must 
be done. And no body dare shirk 
any duty required. Loss of sleep, 
sacrifice of time, giving of 
means, disposition of property, 
are not to be considered in deal- 
ing with this tremendous pro- 
position. For many years some 
of us have lived on almost half 
time sleep, and given our entire 
time, to promulgate the glorious 
truths we have found, and ‘we 
see no place now to let loose or 
evel ease up a little bit. It seems 
more  nece to plunge 
in’ deeper than ever. Oh, 
for strength, real robust physi- 
cal strength, to put into the 
great work of the Lord! 
© would want to draw 
back, or step aside, or be a dead 


weight at such a tinie as this? 
Time is.too precious, days are 
too short, and years hasten by 


by in idleness, ortotryto save 
ourselves for future usefulness. 
Now is the time every bit of en- 
ergy we have ought to be used. 
No time to lay up and hold in 
reserve. Everything we are and 
have must be used now or be- 
come a slacker with all the dis- 
grace attached to the title. 

Oh, how the fire burns in my 
bones, as I write these words a- 
way in the night, while the click, 
clik, click of tile machinery is 
heard in the press room, where 
the Evangel is rolling through 
the press and folder! My fingers 
seem dipped in‘ some fiery fluid 
as they rush the message off at 
the point of the pencil I hold in 
my hand. Fire mingled with 
tears! Power mingled with glory! 
Knowledge mingled with toil! 
Surely this means something, 
and surely God is back of it with 
all the armies of heaven. We 
know no word like “failure” in 
our vocabulary..when we are 
working for the God of Heaven. 
We drive doubts and fears away 
like wolves from a sheep-fold, 
as wild beasts slink away to 
their dens when day-light ap- 
roaches. Hallelujah! Hallelujah! 


I now wisn to calr attention 
to.a mountain that must be cast 
into the sea before we com- 
mence the auditorium and home 
for the orphans. Our faith is up! 
We are ready for the fray! We 
rejoice at the sound of the 
trumpet calling us to battle! 
Not one slacker in the Church of 
God! And many that are not 
members have and _ will unite 
with us in flailing this mountain 
so it will be laid low. 


The mountain we mention is 
not a very big mountain, but it 
must be put over into the sea 
just the same as if it were a 
large one. And it will not go 
without a real effort on our part. 
And it will mean much prayer, 
ané faith and good old horéd 
brawny work! This mountain is 
the debt against the Evangel 
building. And every body will re- 
joice to aid in casting this 
mountain into the sea. No one 
will want to be left out of this 
special “Christmas Gift” emer 
gency. 


Yes, we want to make it a 
“Christmas Gift” to the Church 
of God—the body of Christ. 
What cou be better? How 
could we do it any better? What 
better gift could we make? 
Giving to the Church of God a 
publishing house with the build- 
ing all paid for! Surely, surely, 
every body will be enthused a- 
bout this “Christmas Gift.” 
Surely, surely, every hody will 
want to Jay their hands t:) this 
mountain to help cast it into 
thé™sea. Of course it will g9 
there and surely no one will 
want to stand by and look idly 
on while others are toiling and 
heaving to make it go. And real- 
ly it will take a united* effort of 
all hands to make it go and put 
it beneath the waves. . 

Here are some figures tc look 
at that will be interesting to all. 
The cost of the building as an- 
nounced at the Assembly is giv- 
en below: The building that is 
now nearly thirty-seven ft. wide 
and one hundred feet long, two 
and three stories high was not 
constructed all at one time. 
It was built in sections as floor 
space was needed. The first was 
only 20 x 30, one story and cost 
$327.31. First additich was 20 x 
30, two story, erected yn 1917 at 
a cost of $692.32. Second addi- 
tion, a second story above first

$4463.90. The total cust of the 
building is $6367.10. 

The trustees appointed by the 

Assembly three years ago hold 
the deed for the property. Noth- 
ing had been paid on it until this 
year. The Assembly campaign 
for this purpose brought in by 
personal gifts to the Assembly 
$729.95. To this add $80.70 that 
has been sent in through the mail 
which makes a total of $810.65. 
This is the total amount paid on 
the building. : Subtract this 
amount from the total cost 
leaves a debt of $5,558.45. And 
this is the mountain we want 
cast into the sea by Christmas. 
Now here are some more fig- 
ures to look at. If we have 15, 
880 members it will only take 
35 cents each to pay off the 
whole debt. It is believed that 
the Assembly reports will show 
up that number or more. But 
to make sure of it please notice 
another calculation. Let us sup- 
pose there are only 11,116 mem- 
bers, it will only take the small 
sum of 50 cts. each to liquidate 
the debt. 
Please, now, think how won- 
derful it will be for every mem- 
ber to havé a small amount in- 
vested in this “Christmas Gift” 
to the Church of God. And there 
is not a single member but what 
can pay fifty cents to help with 
this “Christmas gift.” 


make a special appeal to every 
state overseer, every district 
overseer, every pastor, every 
Sunday-school Superintendent, 
every minister and every member 
to assist in a general organized 
campaign to raise this amount 
and have it sent in so as to reach 
the office the day before Christ- 
mas so it can be made a real 
“Christmas Gift” to the Church 
of God on Christmas day.

We need the exact num- 
ber of members of every local 
church here at head quarters, 
which the annual reports have 
failed to give as accurately as we 
wish so we can make our reports 
to the government, and it will be 
an easy matter to get the ex- 
act number of members of each 
local church and then see that 
there are exactly half the num- 
ber of dollars sent that there are 
members . This will make our 
reports accurate, and raise the 
amount for the great “Christmas 
Gift” besides. 


Now let every overseer take 
this up at once and let every of- 
cer and member béready to 
assist in making the canvass. 
The first thing I want every 
one to do as soon as you read 
this is to pray that every 
one may become interested and 
enthused about casting this 
mountain into the sea. Pray 
earnestly that this may be a real 
literal, substantial “Christmas 
Gift” to the Church of God to be 
presented on Christmas morn- 
ing at the Evangel Office.
